Two Girls Attempt Self-Destruction, 
and One Succeeds,

They had been reproved by their 
uardian for keeping late hours, and on 
uesday ever ing they stole out of the 
house of Mr. Daniel Pickard, where they 
boarded, and having procured some mor- 
hine, they returned to their room. 
“arly Friday morning a neighbor called 
at the house saying that Miss Bridgman 
had called the night before and taken a 
tearful farewell. Mrs. Pickard went 
immediately to the room occupied 
by the girls, and there the victims lay 
one in a deadly stupor, and 
the other writing in terrible agony. The 
bed was covered with candy, and Miss 
Bridgman explained that they had over- 
eaten of this. Efforts were made to 
rouse Miss Barrett, who refused to take 
anything but cold water, and said: 


Mrs. Packard had left the room for help, 
Miss Bridgman hailed a little girl and 
threw downa note addressed to the 
druggist asking him to be so kind as to 
send her 5 cents worth of chloroform. 
She threw down also two letters directed 
to two young men whom they had 
been flirting with, bidding them 
farewell, and asking them to act as her 
bearers, Then followed an exciting 
scene in the little bed-room. Poor Net- 
tie Barrett was dying. Miss Bridgman 
confessed that they had taken the mor-

Counterfeiters Arrested. 

New York, Sept. 8.—Two Italians 
were arrested yesterday atthe Grand 
Central depot, for having in their posses- 
sion a large quantity of counterfeit $10 
bills on the First National bank and the 
city bank of Poughkeepsie. The plate 
from which the bills were printed, was 
cut by a notorious counterfeiter, Tom Bal- 
lard, who is now in the Albany peniten- 
tiary and during the past years has been 
altered and printed counterfeits on 28 
different national banks. 

Governor Ames Wants the United 
States to Interfere. 

Wasuinaton, D. C., Sept. 8.--The 
following dispatch was received at the 
Executive mansion last night, from Gov. 
Ames of Mississippi: 

JACKSON, Miss., Sept 7, 1875. 

To His Excellency, U. S. Grant, Presi- 
dont, Washington: Sir, domestic vio- 
lence in its most aggravated form exists 
in certain parts of this state. On the ev- 
ening of the first instant, unauthorized 
and illegal armed bodies overthrew the 
civil authorities of Yazoo county, and 
took forcible possession of said county, 
from which the sheriff and the peace of- 
ficersofthe county was compelled 
to flee for safety, and is stilla refugee. 
The sheriff of this, Hincles county, re- 
ports that since the fourth inst., he has 
been unable, after every effort, to main- 
tain the peace and protect right. He re- 
ports various murders by the unauthor- 
ized armed bodies who are scouting the 
county. 

Warren county is also reported as 
being in a state of terrorism from the 
demonstration of still other unauthorized 
armed bodies, and a feeling of insecurity 
prevails in other counties of the state. 
After a careful examination of all re- 
ports, I find myself compelled to appeal 
to the general government for the means 
of giving that protection to which every 
American citizen is entitled. I do not 
now make formal application 
under the provisions of tie consti- 
tution of the United States, but telegraph 
you to know if you can, and will regard 
the proclamation issued by you in De- 
cember last on the fapplication of the 
legislature of this state as still in force, 
the necessity of immediate action can 
not be overstated. If your proclamation 
of December last is notin force, I will 
at once make a formal application in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of the con- 
stitution of the United States. 

ADELBERT AMES. 
Mr. Luckey private secretary to the 
president, immediately sent the above 
dispatch to the presicent at Long Branch 
and a reply was read, directing him to 
submit the dispatch to the attorney-gen. 
eral, and ask for his advice, and an- 
swer Governor Ames, as to whether the 
proclamation of last year could be con- 
strued, as now in force. The telegrams 
were handed the attorney- general last 
night, and this morning, that 
officer submitted to the 
president his decision that the proclama- 
tion of December last cannot be con- 
strued as now in force. This opinion 
was communicated to Governor Ames as 
directed, by the following dispatch:

To Governor Adelbert Ames, 

Miss : 

The president submitted your dispatch 
of vesterday, asking if the proclamation 
of December last is still in force, to the 
attorney general, who decides that it 1s 
not in force.

Eis head erect, his beautiful eyes bright 
through the tears that suffused them. 


When eizht minutes had fied, the mate 


told him he had but two minutes to live 
and advised him to speak the truth and 
save his life; but he remarked with the 
ul most simplicit and sincerity, by ask- 
ing the mate if he might pray. 
The mate said nothing, but nodded 
his head and turned pale as a ghost, and 
shook with trembling like a reed shaken 
by the wind. And then all eyes turned 


on him, the brave and noble little little 


fellow—this poor boy whom 
owned not, and whose own step-father 
could not care for him—there he knelt 


seventh, sixteen feet six inches. To 

t the hotel, including rooms, halls 
and stairs, will require 28 miles of carpet 
of ordinary width. As before stated, 
the hotel covers nearly 100,000 square 
feet of land—the exact figures being 96,- 
250. The Windsor in New York is only 
a thirdas large, The Fifth Avenue 
hotel is 200 feet square, while the Palace 
is 350 by 275, and contains 56,250 more 
square feet. In other words, two hotels 
of the size of the Fifth Avenue could be 
put into the Palace, and there would be 
plenty of room to spare, zto say nothing 
of an extra story. The principal dining 
room of the Palace is 150 by 55 feet not 
in good proportion, owing probably to 
the height of the room. 


THIS DINING ROOM 


is larger than any private residence in 
New York, with halt a dozen exceptions 
It is even larger than six city lots in New 
York, and counting the breakfast room 
and private dining rooms they ure equal 
to 13 city lots in that city. 

A novel feature in American hotels 
has been adoptedin the Palace in the 
matter of attendance. A sub office is 
provided on each of the seven floors. In 
each Office is an annunciator, and each 
floor has its special servants, so that a 
bell can be answered almost instantly. 
Each floor has also a letter-box, which 
empties into a tube leading to the box in 
the main office. There isalso a pneu- 
matic dispatch tube by which messages 
and parcels can be instantaneously sent 
to any point on the different floors. 

The Palace is in all essential particu- 
lars fire-proof. All the partitions and 
walls are built of brick or stone; laid in 
cement and banded together with iron. 
The hotel itself is of brick and iron, the 
brick portions being plastered in the color 
of sandstone, and the iron painted in the 
same shade. As an additional protec- 
tion against fire, a spacious escape stair. 
way has been built from the roof to the 
round floor, composed of iron iaclosed 
in brick, having openings on each floor. 
In every room and passage-way in the 
hotel isa thermostatic bulb, by which 
any extra degree of heat existing in any 
locality will be announced at the general 
office upon a dial showing the exact lo- 
cality, thus making a complete fire alarm 
guard. There are 79 stations in the hotel 
to be visited every hour, day and night, 
by watchmen, at each of which is a but- 
ton which communicates by electricity 
with the general office, where an indica- 
tor is provided under lock. The watch- 
men are required to touch each of these 
buttons ip their rounds, and if they fail 
to do so at the proper times, the indica- 
tor shows it. Within the walls of 
the building are four 10-inch 
artesian wells, witha tested capacity of 
28,000 gallons of water per hour. These 
welis communicate with a reservoir un- 
der the court, 107 by 64 feet, and 20 feet 
deep, holding 638,000 galions. There 
are also engines, steam pumps, and a 
supply of 14,550 feet of hose, which 
would seem to be in themselves a suffl- 
cient protection against fire. 

The palace has five elevators, which 
are the best I have ever scen. They are 
worked by hydraulic power and make 
better speed, are more safe, make less 
noise and less money than apy in the 
country. <As if the five elevators were 
not enough to convey people up and 
down, the builders have erected seven 
stairways, reaching from the roof to the 
garden floor. 


THE COST. 


As to the cost of this hotel, the figures 
are almost appalling. Mr. Sharon him- 
self informed me that the building and 
ground had cost nearly $5,000,000. He 
said he did not expect the property 
would pay as an investment. It will, he 
thinks, be a credit and an actual benefit 
tothe city. This is all he wants. He 
can afford to build one hotel, if it only 
costs $5,000,000. But why Mr. Sharon 
who is a senator from Nevada, should 
have such an extraordinary interest in 
San Francisco, is rather strange. He is 
supposed tolive in Nevada, where his 
colleague, Mr. Jones, is supposed to re- 
side, but he does not live there. On the 
contrary, he has a very charming house 
in this city, and never goes to Nevada, 
except on a business trip, from one year 
to another. However, he goes quite as 
often as his colleague does. 

The furniture in the palace will cost 
$1,000,000, This isthe sum laid apart 
for it. The mirrors alone will cost $100,- 
000, and the chandeliers $45,000. The 
silver will cost $60,000, and the linen 


furniture in each room will cost $1,000. 
This, of course, does not refer to the par- 
lors or reception- rooms, each of which 
will require from $5,000 to $10,000. The 
furniture throughout the hotel, like the 
building, is to be severely plain, and will 
be made in this city. The builders have 
adopted the fashion, so prevalent in Paris 
a few years sgo, of furnishing with light- 
colored woods. There will be very little 
rosewood and mahogony in the palace. 
The wood used will be almost entirely 
native, such as golden mahogany, laurel, 
manzanita, oak, redwood, etc., all of 
light color. Mr. Leland will introducea 
novel feature in San Francisco in the 
matter of help. There are at present not 
a dozen colored waiters in the city, but 
he has now under contract over two hun- 
dred negroes for his dining-room, under 
Nathan Randolph, of the Ocean, at Lon 
Branch. The waiters are paid from 5 
to $35, while in Washingtor, Baltimore 
or Richmond the best colored waiters 
may be had for $20 a montb. When the 
hotel will be opened it is difficult to say, 
certainly not within a month, althouzh 
the carpets are being laid on the top 
floors. e price per day, when it is re- 
membered that in San Francisco the best 
accommodations are to be had for $3, or 
at most $4 a day, seems rather unreason- 
able, being $4 50 per day in gold. Let, 
Mr. talent says half his rooms are al- 
ready engaged.
